“Developments in industrial exports were cisappointing for the first 5 
months of tne year, while the tigures for June and July suggest that an up- 
turn is under way. 


“The information we have about curvent orders and back orders indicates that 
this increase is a sign of 4 lasting trend,” said Poul Schluter. 


Deficit Too Large 


The prime minister made it clear that we will have «2 unsatisfactorily 
large deficit in the balance of payments this vear. 


“We cannot determine accurately at this point whether the trend toward in- 
provement will be strong enough. The goverment is firmly resolved to ad- 
here ico the recovery line we mapped out from the very beginning, but we do 
mot want to act in panic if we can achieve a satisfactory development in 
1966 without taking further steps,” Poul Schlueter said.

PAPER VIEWS EFFORTS IX SDP TO KEEP SORSA FROM STEPPING DOWN

[Text] The current party leadership discussion within the 
Social Democratic Party is commented uponr by Biorn Mansson 
in the light of the intensified endeavors to persuade Kalevi 
Serss to reconsider his announced resignation in 1987. 


The Social Democratic Party apperetus and the press heave in the past week in- 
tensified their campaign to persuade party chairman Kalewi Sorsa to reconsider 
his decision to resign at the party congress in 1957. Sorsa higself has as 
late as in March of this veer confirmed his intention to withdraw from the 


perty leadership at thet time. 


In commection with the government's budget negotiations in August. it was 
pointed out that the seid impending power struggle between party chairman

should wiew the hopes expressed by party secretery Liikanen in an interview 
with HUFVUDSTADSBLADET last Sundar thet Sorsa would continue after 1987. 


In a sudden fit of undeniably becoming modesty and self-criticism, Liikanen 
eczitted thet he did not consider higself fit for the task of perty leader. 
He pointed out thet he is “fer too lively and quick in his sovements.” 


Liikeanen’s intended competitor, Minister of Environment Metti Ahde. for his 
part, staeteg yesterday thet Sorsa ought to conticue. In « statement given by the 
Social Democratic press serwice to the party's prowincial papers, ahde said 
thet Sores has such « position in Finnish politics that his task has not vet 
beer completed. 


The same day. the discussion was followed up by the party's mein organ SUOMEN 
SOCLALDEMOKRAATT!. which plaved up the party leader iesue with the obvious in- 
tention of influencing Kalevi Sorse to withdraw his threat to step down in 198’. 
“The ball hes now been returned to Sorsa, everybody is now waiting for his final 
decision and it will hewe to come “this very fall.” ft said in the text of the 


newspaper . 














The articie enumerates a number of important reasons for not changing pert: 
leager already in . vears. tore the parliamentary elections immediat« i» 
rior to the party congress and the presidential election next vear “the 
Social Democratic Party will have to be in a4 position to present a united and 
powerful image of itself.” and it “will only manage to do so with Sorsa as 
party chairman.” the article states categorically, referring to nothing less 
than “the interests of the nation.” It is also pointed out that there is not 
enough space for Sorsa, the statesman, in the general director's chair in 
finnair. which, according to rumors. sight be a suitable retirement post. 


To further strengthen their effect of persuasion, the Social Democrat ix

Together with small left parties, Labowr and Democrats 6+ would command 
a 78-seat majority in the 150-member second chamber, the poll indicated. 


In an election the poll would have produced the following distribution of 
seats in the second chamber (Sept 1962 election results in brackets) - 
Christian Dewocrets 38 (45), Labour 60 (47), Liberals 27 (36) Democrats 
"66 § (6), other seft 10 (9), other right 6 (7). 


This giwes the ruling coalition 65 seats compared with 65 last week, all 
three lost by the CDA in favour of Labour (two seats) and D "66 (onc 
seat). 


The poll, conducted by the Netherlands Statistics Foundation (NSS). on 
behealt of the Tros broadcasting essociation. was held before budget day, 
but leet week’s provincial electious in Flewoland confirmed the ruling 
coalition is continuing tw lose ground. 


In the provincial elections it was the Liberals who booked losses, however, 
while the Christian Democrats staved stable.

Palae'’s Outstretched Hand

[Editoriel: “Palme’s New Outstretched Hand”! 


[Text) As wes true efter the election 3 years ago, Olof Palme has stretched 
owt his hand. Who will teke it? Wheat is is it? 


Following the Social Democratic election victory i= 1982, Olof Palae found 
hiaself in «4 situation where his sisority government alone could count on sore 
votes in Parliament than the Conserwetive, Center, and Liberal Parties could 
muster. Only if the YPE [Left Perty—Communists) sided with the three other 
opposition perties were the Social Democrats in danger of being defeated. 
Palae wes confident that the VPE would ebstein on crucial votes, «nd that 
would be the same as supporting the Social Democrats. The prise sisister 
turned out to be right. 


Following the Social Democratic setback in the 1985 election, the situation is 
entirely different. The three sonsocialist opposition parties combined are 
larger then the SDP [Social Democratic Party). In ewery situation. Olof 
Paime’s 45-percent government will sow heave to depend on the Communists, who 
have just over 5 percent, to get “his” policy accepted. 


It is understandable that in this situation-—-fecing the prospect of hawing to 
sit on Lars Werner's lap for the next 3 years-—-the Social Democratic bead of 
government showld hawe found reason to stretch owt his hand again. 


Bet to put it aildly, experience with Olof Palae’s outstretched hand is sot 
particularly good. It is mot correct, however, to clei thet the hand he held 
out 3 years ago did sot contain enything at all. For exemple, it turned out 
to contain the wage eerner fends, which were introduced with the “broad 
majority” consisting of the SDP end the YPE. His hend also held « great sany 
tax increeses—-including the treachery towerd the Center and Liberel Parties 
thet consisted of mot living ep to the agreement reached on “the sireculoes 
might.” And it contained proposelo thet reduced the individual's freedce of 
choice and integrity while strengthening the power of the orgenizations. 
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The open-hand policy of i982 actually consisted of an invitetion to the 
Opposition perties to support and carry owt « purely Social Democratic policy. 
The inwitetion was Swsically sothing Set «a well-eimed punch with the fist. 


Olof Palme himself certainly realizes that si@iler iavitetions to joie heads 
in 1985 are omly political insults, set omly to the perties Seiag iavited but 
also to their woters, sho are sore sumeroes than those supporting the SDP. 


Like the VPE. the SOF bee lost the 1985 election and hes done so, soreover, 
with the same terticology that “wom” the election for Olof Palme in 1979. The 
Similarity betweer thee and sow les ia the fact thet the opposition wes sot 
successful enowgh: ‘he gowernment remained in power, and the opposition “did 
aot reach all the war. 


If Olof Palme is seriows this time with his cetstretched Rand, it will heve to 
contain # sincere openmess to discussion, sot only on the SOP’s teras but also 
on terms acceptable to "he Conserwative, Liberal, end Center Parties. 


It is @ good custom io Sweden for parties aad orgesizatioas to come to the 
Gewernment Office to exchange viewpoints whee called is Sy the cabinet. And 
of course, the spokesmer for the Comgerwative, Liberal, end Ceater Perties— 
amd the YPE as wel.--will attend the discussions concerning the orientation of 
policy to which (he gowernment evidently intends to iawite thes iater this 
fell or ia the spriag of 1964. 


Bet if those discussions are to be meaningful, the Social Democrats cannot 
adopt the seme scornful attitude they hawe displayed ower the past 3 years 
towerd bills anc proposale sponsored Sy the three big opposition parties. If 
that is to be the case, “alme wight as well agree with Lars serser iamediately 
concerning the coctiowed socialization end collectivizetice of Sweden. 


wheat this also veers is that Palee = cetstretched hand casact possibly be 
comcersce¢ oniy wit® a¢lestment seeseres related to the current econesic 
Situation. © special talks are required for that: when it comes to carryiag 
out crclica!l ecomemic policy--incleding arr poesible tax iacreases--Par | iament 
and its finance anc ‘ax committees comstituete a smoothls functioning forum for 
aultiparty ‘alas anc ‘ec isions.

But 
if thet fresknese is sot * ccome pere i..e8ios, the ¢iacussioass among party 








spokesmen gust sot be concerned exclusively with Dudget and ecomomic satters, 
but also with the oppositioa’s possibilities for influencing investigation 
work, continuing to effect the thrust of legislative work in a gore genera! 
sense, safeguarding law and order. protecting private property, halting 
increased control by the euthorities end encroechments on personal integrity. 
and so on. 


If Olof Palme and his sinority government do sot reslize that they, with their 
45 percent, cannot dictate to the entire 100 percent, and if the government 
does a0t reslize that it cammot go into the talks with locked-ep sests and 
positions, the policy of the outstretched hend will be sot only an empty 
gesture but. ian fact. s sew slap in the fece. The bilec politics and 
comfromtation politics that have been Olof Palae’s most distinctive merk 
during bis nearly 15 rears as party leader will become firmly established. 


In the final analysis, the prime sinister’s still imprecise invitation to 
assume political responsibility will reflect the prime gwinister’s view of what 
democracy is--of how auch influence the opposition parties Sacked by sore 
voters then there are behind the government party showld de sllowed in « 


perliamentary democracy.

[Text) Lers Werner (VPE) is « populer person in leading ) [Swedish 
Federation of Trede Unioas] circles erownd the country, according to the 
Social Democratic sewspeper ARBETET. 


That sewspeper conducted « poll to determine how the chairmen of the country's 
LO sections feel ebowt Social Democratic cooperation with those to its left 
and to its right. The questions were asked before the election, and they were 
worded as follows: “Can you imagine the VPE getting « ministerial post in « 
Secial Democratic gowernment”’™” and “If the Social Democrats lose control of 
the gowernment, can you imagine then forming an alliance with the Center Party 
to stay in power”™” As is ewident, those questions are carelessly formulated: 
they do sot make a sufficientiy clear distinction between what the interviewer 
wents and whet he thinks asy heppen. Ome possible answer to the question “Can 
you imagine...?” is, of course, “Well, ves, I cam imagine it, but it is just 
the opposite of whet | weat.” 


A wery dig aajority of those responding-—-’| percent--aenswered res to the first 
question, end aleost «es senr--65 percent-—-answered so to ‘he second. 50 
cooperation in the government between che SOP and the YPE is conceivable, 
while cooperation in the gowernment between the SDP and the Center Party is 
ruled out. In the answers given, it is impossible to detersine how auch 
reflects « desire and Sow auch reflects an assumption concerning what the SOP 
leadership will do. (It is interesting thet ARBETET itwelf takes the anewers 
to be exclusively an expression of what is desired.) 
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Regardless of that, the poll results ere enlightening. ABETET notes that 
what it calls “the old hatred of communists” is om the way out. 


It is indeed, samely in the SDP leadership and in the sovement's establ isheent 
as awhole. It is to be noted that ARBETET’s poll wes conducted among unica 
leaders. What ordinary people think is « different aatter.

(Text) Seldom has the opposition im Sweden held sore winning cards then it 
does today. Ewen the losers in the election--the Conservatives ani the Center 
Party-—-will probebly discower that their chances for sechieving something 
eseful ere auch greater than they were during the past 3 years. The only 
thing required of them is a the slightest instinct for pclitics simed et 
results. 


Because of the sew distribution of seats in Parliamest, the Social Democrats 
ere not fully equipped to gowern. Om all issues separating the blocs, they 
will be dependent om active support from the Communists. Even though the 
difference, from txe VPE's standpoint, between ebstsining and voting yes aust 
mot be overemphasized, the government cannot base ae tight and effective 
economic policy om the Communists. [It would be forced into oegotiations and 
concessions, which est ewer at credibility and jeoperdize results. There are 
measures in which the VPE cannot participate and which the gowernment can 
scarcely subject to s vote of confidence. 


Between 197) and 1976, when the forces in Perliamsent were .« equilibrium, the 
government managed to get along by relying om the Hage agreements, which 
included an element of blackmail. After its defeat in 1973, the Liberal Party 
did mot want to expose itself to the dangers of « sew election and regarded 
itself as gore or less compelled to extend « helping hand to the government .

Clearly the criticism began in Goteborg, which was also « center of opposi- 
tion to the neoliberal program which was adopted last fall. Veteran Stig 
Genne has criticized the owertomes of economics and leck of « social message 
and of treditionsa! questions such as defense and legal security. The Cn- 
serTvetives can bleme themselwes thet they receiwed all the brickbets fr « 
the Social Democrats, according to Gunne. It wes « natural result of ¢ 
party setting iteelf up es an alternative to the Social Democrats. “We gave 
the Liberal Perty the chance to stand owt as the spokesman of common sens*,” 
be claimed. 


Wher the Conserwative message wes replaced by «a superficiai windy liberalissz, 
many Conservatives did not go along. Perhaps thet aay be the reason why so 
many Comserwetives hewe gome beck to the old high-nonsocialist areas where 
many hewe cultural interests and do not lack social sewereness. 


It could elec hawe been the comceit of the Conservatives which stood in their 
wey. Both the perty and its organ, including SVENSKA DACBLADET, continuously 
preised the Conservatives as the only nonsocialist party to trust. Four 
years ago the statement by SVENSK TIDSERIFT was typical: “It will take time 
before the Liberal and Center Parties hawe adapted themselves to being 

small perties. ewen mentally and in their ettitudes...the contraction probd- 
lems of these parties must be handled with respect,” but eccording to the 
peper it is mot to be « question of cooperetion, serely tolerance. 


Sech « big brother ettitude will sot disappeer owernmight. it is understand- 
able that the Conserwatives hewe now turned themselwes inwerd, disappointed 
im the woters and the Liberal Party. Freed from their self-appointed role 
as the prime minister perty, they will hawe « better profile. 


But « closer enalysis of this wear’s election showld have the conservatives 
thinking other thowghts.

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The spokespersons have also shown almost too auch interest in the salarios of 
the semabers of parliament, the JAS-airplane and the alleged need for protect 
ism and all kiads of regulations.

On the local lewel, the Enviroumental Party has managed to play 4 gore inpor- 
cant. role, which also macifested itself in the local elections.

Only a few voters, some hundred voters in each district, bad chosen the “wrong” 
ballot and used a EDS ballot without a Center designation.

Three years ago om the way to this aeeting, attended by representatives of ai! 
the national parties and secret services of the Sowlet Bloc countries, Vasil! 
Stoyanov worried about having returnec frow [etanbul witlout sccomp! ishing 
the job gives hin. He recalls, however, that his worries were proved grounc- 
less at the end of the meeting. On the contrary, Vasil Stoyanow was to be 
promoted. He would be the head of the newly formed services. 
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lhe tormer chief would sewer forget the words spoken to bie «at the Moscow Air- 
pert byw the bead of the Sowlet Secret Serwice (KCB) Turkey Desk when, as the 
ncw chief, he was retursing to Sofia:

Three Services 


The three serwices that Vasil Stoyanow headed were charged with forwarding 
oréers from Moscow to appropriate locations ami seeing that they vere carried 
owt. These services had ailitary and civilian agents using ‘alee sames vhow 
they pleced in Terkey ce a regular basis. These agents knew Turkish tradi- 
tions and customs and spoke Turkish fluently. Some of these agents, indeed, 
were chosen from gullible Muslia Turks living is Bulgaria. Of course, these 
were in addition to the so-called personmel at the embassy in Ankara and the 
sonselates in Istanbul and other cities.

Since owr purpose is to expose the abominable 
deeds devised by the Bulgarians with Sowiet support for Turkey and the Turks.

Even before that, conservative ex-president Valery Gisgard ¢’Estaing had 
announced: “The boundary of our independence is the £lbe." 


In fact, @ Paris polling institute detersined at the end of Jume that 65 
percent of those voting Left and 62 percent of conservatives are convinced 
that “France sust hurry to the aid of a severely threatened Germany." 


Advisers of the Bonn chancellor analyzed “sovegsent is consciousness." Defense 
Minister Manfred Woerner was “*“thankful* in registering “that the FRC is no 


longer regarded as 4 buffer." 


Confidants of the chancellor believed that they could discern that Paris is 
¢Gistancing itself from its heretofore unshakable national suclear credo, 
under which its suclear weapons protect only France itself. 


But after the 4 hours of talks between Francois Mitterrand and Helaut fonl in 
late August at Port Sregancon on the Mediterranean, disappointed Sonn 
officials had to acknowledge that there can be so talk of an extension of 
nuclear protection to the FRG. A Bonn official: "Mitterrand was sot very 
cleer.* 


"lf we were to say in advance under what conditions we will use these 
weapons,” said Defense Miniser Charles Hernu in justifying the vagueness, 
"then we would destroy the dialectics of the use of suclear weapons.* 


Prior to Bregancon, Sonn defense experts had spent weeks toying with the ides 
that Paris wanted to counter supposed tendencies in the FRG toward seutrality 
and pecifise by offering to boring the Gergwans into « closer gilitary alliance 








with tne French. The French had repeatedly nelé out to the Gersans the 
promise of such 4 possibility Dut they were sever specific. 


In the FRG, in turn, sany people saw in the force de frappe an alternative «. 
Agwerican protection. Selaut Schmidt went the ‘wrthest in Jume "984 defore ‘he 
Bundestag (FRG parliament): ‘“If...France were also to extend its autonomous 
auclear force to deterrence in favor of Gergany, then Gergany would, of 
course, fave to...comtridute its capital and financial strength.” 


A report Dy sow-retired French Chief of Jeneral Staff Jeanmow Lacaze taxes  .* 
clear that France can hardly saintain its present conventional cos>da* 
capability--the country canmot afford the suclear arsed forces. Money ‘fron 
Bown would therefore certainly de welcoge. 


Lacaze’s forecast: in the next '5 years, the air force threatens to dec ise 
from 450 to 350 aircraft and the sumber of tanks from 1,200 to 800. The 
tonnage of the savy say drop so low that co gore operations will de possible 
in the Indian Ocean. 


And the ispact of the French deterrent force in the 22nd year of its existence 
is Likewise mo Longer 4 secret--the force de frappe is decrepit. Wot unt... 
the bdeginning of the 1990's is the “Pluton” sissile (range: ‘20 «ilogeters ‘to 
be replaced with the “Hades” with a range of 350 «llogweters. The two dozen or 
so olé¢ "Mirage-I¥" tactical Sosgbers, which are supposed to carry atogic Sosds 
to the Soviet Union in the event of war, say well Se frustratec by the strona 
dbulld-up of the Bussian air defense. 


The aircraft can reach sany of the targets only if they are refueled in the 
air during the flight to the Soviet Union. Their range is sot great enough. 
And the fuel would rum out om the return flight as well. 


The 16 hardened sedius-range sissiles wth a range of 3,000 «kilometers «* 
Plateau c’AlDion in Haute-Provence can De scouted so easily that that Seve 


lomg since Deen included in Moscow's target panning. 


The six suclear-powerec subgarines equipped with ouclear sissiles, of which 
two or three are always operating in the Atlantic and Mediterranean, are 
Goubtless the gost igportant part of the French deterrent strike force, for 
only they can give France the possibility of retaliating even after 4 swclear 
attack. 


But even these subsergec sisniles ragps are endangered in tise of crisis. 
Their only dbase, isle Longue near Srest, “is 2 souse trap,” according to 4 
Sonn expert, “that Moscow could quite siaply let snap shut." 


Neither is there any doubt that after a French nuclear strixe the Soviets 
forces would still be capable of utterly destroying France. What person .n 
his right sind, asked the Prench general Paul Arnaud de Fofard, would Save 
faith in protection agsinst theft “that is based on the threat of blowing up 
the house and thereby killing Doth the thief and the owner?"

GENERAL URCES ACTION TO IMPROVE ARMY'S COMBAT EFFECTIVENESS

Fortumately, the defense resoletice of 1962 meant 4 cooticuation of the prewlows 
course, i.e. defense of the extire cowntry ageinet inwasion, based on the 
systez of universal couscriptice. 


In the public debate before this resolution, bowewer, « different directice 
was proposed os the editorial page of DACENS NYHETER and eleewhere. According 
to these proposals, resources showld be transferred from the training of 
inductees to the aateriel side. This theme has liwed om in the criticios after 
the defense resolution was approved. 


The perticipetivw of jowrnslists and professors is the debate askes it possible, 
with some justiticatios, to speak of criticiem by the “intellectuals.” This 
was demonstrated, for example, by the book Tico debettinlagg om swensk 
sakerhetepolitik (Tem Cometribetions to the Debate om Swedish Security Policy) 
(1985). im which tem independent writers presented their opinions, at the 
invitation of the 196) Defense Committee. The wiclent ettacks ageinst che 

erey thet appeared on the op-ed page of EXPRESSE®N last spring aay be seen in 
this same context. 


In an article on the op-ed page of DACENS NYHETER in 1979, | suggested that 
the iotellectusl critics be invited to parcicipate is operational games that 
would simulate the entire process of pressure or military action by a foreign 
power. The proposal was totally igsorec. Consequently, the intellectuals 
can comtinwe dealing with individual parts withowt an amalynis of the whole. 
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This seams that, ewen though they aake some positive and valuable comtrinutions 
to the debate, they are sissiag the asin poist is amy utilization of silitary 
means: It is necessary to bit the oppoment where be is wulnerable while, at the 
eame Cime, protecting one’s ows vulnerable spots. This principle determines 
one’s possible courses of action. Mesy people put all their faith is aodile 
combat forces, alone. 


Of cowrse, the offensive element of our defeause is extremely inportant, duet 

it cammot fuaection wnless it interacts with statiomary combat torces that delend 
points of attack, our ows bases, ané our rosds, in order to prowide our sobile 
forces with time to act. oo the owe hanc, and protectics and support, os the 
other Thess. we seed «2 large sumber of cefeasive units to asintain the ability 
of our gobile assault waits to act (is the air, oo land, and at sea) and to 
give them «2 chance to utilize their special skills. 


In addition, the intellectual critics hawe « consistent miterie!l tinxation and 
igmore the importance of factors that involwe persoanel and training. 


Ac ber crelatiouship that the intellectual critics clearly hawe difficulty 
un.«cetanding is the dependence of the wartine structure on 4 well-functioning 
pescetiae military organization that can actually gan, traic, exercise, and 
(whee seeded) acbilize combst waits. With supreme contempt for the conditiocas 
of real life, they aske our peacetiow ailitary organization into 4 present-day 
Seriamer that can be slaughtered repeatedly, but still be expected to rise 
from the dead and fulfil its fumections, which are wital to the quality of our 
cogbst units. 


If che public military debate is to provide «2 towndation tor the important 
defense resolutions of 1967, then it gust contains contributioas that counter- 
balance the criticises by the intellectuals. This, in turn, will require a 
better internal ailitary debste. 


Gere, too, there is too little insight iatec the importance of the relationship 
between wariows factors and fwectices. The thread leading trom the security 
situation and its requirements to trained combst units of high quality and 
quantity has been lost. The relationship between the wartige and peacetiae 
wilitary organization is obwiously hary, even amoag aany professionsi ailitery 
men 


Ome result of this was that the so-called death squad was sent owt before the 
19862 defence resolutions with far too little understanding of wartime and 
peacetioeg ailitary structures. This was the asin reason it failed. Contribdu- 
tiogs to the defense debate by ailitary persoanel also often desl in slogans, 
debate isolated functions of the allitary,. and avoid the overall picture. 


One example aay be presented, involwing the aray (which, by the way, has been 
criticized by the intellectuals for the past 10 years, but has ignored the 
criticiss--apperentiy relying om the belief that universal conscription is 
sacred and provides immemity). Last swuumer the arey chie! countered 4 critical 
article by assuring us cf the tollowing: 








a) that we bawe an effective acmy because we are spending large sums 
oe modern weapons and equipmest : 


>) that the brigades are most effective and that their equipment 
measures up to high international standards; 


c) that training should be izproved. 


Ome gust eek whether it is possible to speak of effec.iwe brigades if they do 
mot actually hawe good training. Soth the public debate oc defense and the 
defense resolution have stressed the danger of « surprise attack which, smong 
other things, seaus that owr combst units cust be prepered to act immediately 
after mobilization. 


Judging from this respoase. the army chief has obviously tallen into the same 
trap as the intellectuals. He is concentrating on materiel! and underest imat ing 
the importeamce of training. Ica his article, he also presented « auch too glossy 
picture of the products he is supposed to place at the disposal of the chiefs 
of operation (the coemander .o chief and the wilitary commanders). He has 
gives so consideration to their analysis of the condition of combat waits. 

This comditios reveals shortcomings, for example, in joint training by the 
brigades. This is sot surprising, since reserve training has been canceled. 

It takes « lomg time to remedy shortcomings of this type. 


This is serious--ewes cousideriag the influence that the chief of 4 service 
branch has ca production and on the shaping of the production apparatus, i.e. 
the peacetiae ailitary structure. This question is alweys--aend should always 
be--of currest interest, sot simply as an object of budget cuts, but also 
to aeet the need for favoradle conditions for training and preparedsess. 
Ultimately, these are the results of our security policy. 


What we really seed is 42 asior s..:keup in the wey the army trains its units. 
especially the brigades, so that we can begin to speak of effective units in 
the sense of being prepared to act immediately after sobdilizatioca. 


We will haewe no such shakeuwp--nor will we hawe 4 gore realistic defense 
debate--unless the chiefs of operation aske more well-defined demands on the 
productioce of combat units and on prepseredness. We need clearer goals for 
this activity. formulated in such « way as to demand results, not just demand 
that these ectivities be carried out. 


Among other things. this would force the army chief to use more reflection and 
more creative imagination before usking proposals for budget cuts and changes 
in the production apparatus. So far, he bas generally chose: the sost 
convenient solutice--closing down units, i.e. saving «2 large amount in one 
lump sum. This is a dubious solution even from the standpoint of savings «and, 
all the gore so, from the standpoint of training. 


The public debete on defense, like the internal military debate, mst becose 
more realistic and be based on a thorough analysis of our operational 
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possibilities in the face of threats or war. Otherwise, in aeny important 
respects, it will comtinwe to be « fanciful game of words end slogens, with 
mo significance as « foundation for dufense resolutions which, nevertheless, 
must be asde end gust baeve «4 sericus content. 
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PAPER ViE@S ARMED FORCES COMMANDER'S PROPOSALS POR 1967-97

[Text] Few surprising views may be expected from government authorities. It 
would be unfair to expect any surprises froe the commender in chief when he 
presents « plan for wilitary development froe 1987 to 1997. At the same tine, 
however, it gust be said that the politicians hawe been served up 4 conventional 
report om what the ailitary can do with different levels of resources. 


Nevertheless, the coamander’s long-term plan comtaizs some interesting informs- 
tion im commection with the new defense resolution that gust be passed in 1957. 
It is perticularly walwable to see bow the ailitary leadership intends to deal 
with a perscame!l situation that is unfavorable from the standpoict of age. The 
layman aay have a tendency to ignore the seed for high quality and the prodica 
of leadership at the command level. Newertheless, units that are handled 
poorly during times of peace do not contribute to the allitary’s ability to 
deter other countries from ailitary actioca. 


The watchwords of the commander in chief are “balance”--among service branches, 
functions, etc.--end “adjustment.” Sasically, however, the commander in chief 
wants it both ways. & wants both many (easily motivated, of course) units 
based on universal conscription and advanced systems such as the JAS Cripen, 

to take the simplest example. 


Even at low lewels of spending, the ailitary leadership would retain all 
currently prioritized “assault” brigades. This aleo effects the authorities’ 
view of the peacetime ailitary structure. They are sow aodestly talking about 
closing down “several” wnits, ocbviously special task forces. This would be 
possible by holding rotating training courses at several units, which would 
then serve infantry/tank, as well as support functions. 


No comclusions seen to have been drawn from the fact that the sumber of 
inductees will drop toward the end of the period in question. This siapl, 
means thet an important question has been postponed into the future. 


The formet is femiliar from the past. The commander in chief was commissioned 
by the govermment to state what he could do with three different levels of 
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spending--ctoday"s level of abowt 2' billioce kromgor plus or sinus 0.5 dbillica 
per year. He then comes up with his owm proposal that, for the >-yeer period 
of 1987 to 1992, would sewerage 2 billice kromor sbowe the semount the ailitary 
mow bas at its disposal. ‘Sot wmexpectedly. the commander in chief would get 
the gaost from the highest level of spending. Odjectively, it is difficult to 
deny the commander's couclusicon that be could do so gore than keep up with 
éevelopments in the rest of the world. The commander in chief aleo said that 
this lewel “probably” corresponded to the lewel before che defense resolutioa 
of 1962, detore the budget wes trimmed. 


With regerd to the lowest spending lewel. the chiefs of the three service 
>ranches have given varying opinions. This shows that. even at the lowest 
spending level, the comumender in chief would sot undertake a redistribdetioce 
among the service branches. 


It is eeually easiest to aske cuts across the board. The Defense Committee 
may bewe been sore pleased, however, if the commander in chie! had been sore 
sensitive. Lomg-ters retention of an established defense structure is sot 
always the right way to go.
